Seminary Paeſtes much enuping and 
| fearing, conſpired moſt hozribly , when 
| the Kings moſt Excellent Mateſtie, the 
Queene, the Printe, and all the Lozds 
Spirituall and Tempoꝛall, and Com- 

mons ſhould haue bene aſſembled inthe 

| Upper houle of Parliament vpon the 
| fift day of Nouember in the peere of our 
| Lo2d 1605, ſuddenly to haue blowen 
vp the ſaid whole Houle with Gunne- 
powder An inuention fo inhumane, 
barbarous and cruell, as the like was 
neuer befoze heard ot, and was (as ſome 
of the pꝛincipall Conlpirato:s thereof 
confeſſe ) purpoſely deuiſed and conclu- 
ded to bee done in the ſaide Houle, that 
where ſundzy neceſſary and Religious 
Lawes fo2 pꝛeſeruation of the Church 
and State were made, which they falfly 
and flanderdullpterme, Cruel Lawes 
enacted

enacted againſt them and their Religt- 
on, both place and perſons ſhould be all 
deſtroyed and blowen vp at once, Which 
would haue turned to the vtter ruine of 
this whole Kinadome, Had it not plea- 
led Almightie God, by inſpiring the 
Kings moſt Excellent Mateſtie with a 
diuine Spirit, to interpꝛet ſome darke 
ph:ales ofa Letter ſhewed to his Ma⸗ 
ieſtie, aboue and beyond all oꝛdinary 
conſtruction , thereby miraculouſly dif 
coueringthis hidden Treaſon, not ma- 
ny houres befoze the appointed time fo 
the crecution thereok : Theretfoze the 
Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie, the 
Lo:ds Spirituall and Tempozall, and 
all his Maicſties faithfull and louing 
Subiects, doe moſt tuſtly acknowledge 
this great and infinite Bleſſing to haue 
pꝛoteeded meerely from God his great 
Mercy, and to his moſt holy Name doe 
aſcribe all the Honour , gloꝛp and pꝛaiſe. 
And to the ende this vnkeined Thanke- 
fulueſſe may neuer be foꝛgotten, but be 
had in a perpetuall Remembzance, that 
all ages to come * yeeld *

And becauſe al and euerp perſon may 
be put in minde of this duety, and be the 
better pꝛepared to the laid holy Seruice, 
25e it enacted by Authontte afozeſaid, 
That enery Miniſter ſhall gine war- 
ning to his Pariſhioners publikelp in 
the Church at Moꝛning pꝛaper, the 
Sunday bekoze cuery ſuch fift day of 
Nouember, fo2 the due obſernation of 
the ſaid day. And that after Mozning 
p2ayer 02 Pzeaching vpon the ſaid fift 

day of Nouember, they read publike⸗ 
ly, diſtinctly and plainely this 
pꝛeſent Act. 
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
